Cardenas said the recent incident In 
which a 32-year-oId Peruvian no- 
tional, living In the small farm com- 
munity of Oakley, shot and kllltd his 
wife, two children, on Oakley man 
and hlmseif. could have been the 
result of frustration from living In 
another culture.
